The outcome of such a,
buttle will be highly important, for It wil|
determine whether n dirigible can meass
ure up agalnet a warship, If It can, the
German fleet will not be greatly outnume
bered In the confllet about to take place,
for the British fleet Is insuMelently sup.

The bombs used by the Zeppelins are
w#ald to be 12 inches In dinmater and 2 fest
long. The damage they can do Is terrifie,
Houaes In the nelghborhood of the ex-
plosion collapse as though made of cards,
and they can tenr up streets for a dise
lance of scores of yards.

BOMBS FROM SKY AT NIGHT

No extensive damage was done by the
aerial bombardment, which s belleved

here to ha the German reply to the chal-
lenge of the British aviators who flew te
Duesseldorf and dropped hombs on the
Bickendarf aerodrome, headquartera of
the Ithine Zeppelin squadron.

One of the hombs dropped by the Gers
mans partinlly wrecked the bridge oa
the Avenus Smet de Naleyer and shat-
tered the bullding oceupled by Hana Wil-
litanms and the fish market, and the third
dropped In the harhor, The bomb that
wiracked the Willlame bullding also 4° n-
aged surrounding houses and tore up the
streot, hreaking electric wires and plungs-
ing that sectlon of the clty into dark~
Ness,

The Zeppelin made Ita appearance
about 0 o'cloek In tho evening, coming
froon the direction of Thourout. The
first news of the rald came In a mes=
rage to the burgomaater fram a houss
near the Canal de Terlvation. This re-
rorted that a boamb had been dropped
from the Zeppelin, then at a helght of
about 50 feet, upon the Smet de Naisver
lLiridge over the canal and that the air-
ship wnaa travellng north.

A few moments Iater came the news
that a bomb had dropped in the Minque,
or tish market.  After thia the Zeppe-
lin turned to the east, dropping the
third bomb In the Avant-Port, part of

the reconstructed harbor,

The last meen of the great airship It
was disappearing In the dJdarkness [n
the direction of Thielt, Its starting

point is belleved to have been Brussels.
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
